The further thought I have in mind 
voncerning grief and its emblems, grew 
out of a letter which I received one 
morning, and a call I made the same 
afternoon.

So that 
when the younger of these, a hearty, 
happy, noble fellow, grew sick as the 
last autumn leaves were dropping, and 
went away, we hastened to write our 
sympathy to the bereaved parents. The 
replying letter was a very sweet and 
very right one. The mother-heart ut- 
tered itself as only a mother-heart can 
which God has bruised and bound up 
again. The words breathed sorrow, but 
submission. They expressrd grief, but 
trust. They were such words as chris- 
tian hearts ought to feel and to utter. 
The Saviour had evidently come nearer 
to these parents through their loss. The 
mother could speak of her beautiful boy 
as having taken on angelhood; as 
“ transferred to his bright home in heav- 
en.” She could say, “I snow that my 
darling is safe; I know that God knows 
what is best for us.’ Among all the 
words she wrote, there was not one 
wrong or murmuring one. But the 
material letter was in flat contradiction 
to all this. Its face was deep bordered 
with black.

In no case, except that sad case 
which precludes all hope, would I have 
the person draped in blackness, or have 
blackness settle down upon the heart- 
words they send. to friends.

‘tory abounds! in interest. There, Protes- 
tant. missions ‘first. unfurled the banner 
of the cross in the vast Pacific Ocean, | 
and consecrated this spot by the toils of 
the devoted pioneers of the London 
Missionary Society.

This omission or neglect, from 
whatever cause, I regard as from the 
Lord, as it has resulted in giving the 
people, from one end of the islands to 
the other, an opportunity to choose their 
king. How this was brought about let 


me tell you in a few words. 


By the Hawaiian Constitution, when 
the reigning monarch deceases, without 
naming his successor, it devolves upon 
the Legislature to elect one as the suc- 
cessor. The eighth of January was ap- 
pointed as the day of the assembling of 
the Legislature, to elect the future king. 
Prince Lunalilo, who regarded his claims 
to the crown as undoubted, surrendered 

-his right to the arbitration of the people. 
He requested them, by proclamation, to 
express their desires as to whom they, 


preferred as their future king ; to depos- 


it their votes in the ballot box, the first 


_day of January, and send the result of 


their balloting to the Legislature, at 
their meeting, January 8th. This the 


people did, and gave an almost unani- 


mous vote for Prince William C. Lun- 
alilo. On the eighth, the Legislature 
being assembled in the Court House, 
there was a rumor that several mem- 


bers of the Assembly had, for a consid- 


eration, promised to vote for another 
candidate than the one for whom the 


‘people had unanimously voted. 


Immediately the Court House ‘was 


surrounded by a great concourse of 
people, who declared their determina- 


tion that no man should be their king 
but Lunalilo, whom they had unani- 
mously chosen, January Ist. The editor 
of the Commercial Advertiser thus re- 
marked in his paper of January 11th: 
“ Very thoughtful and appropriate were 
the words which fell from the lips of a 
distinguished personage on the evening 
of Wednesday last : ‘ Let all good men 
fervently thank God for the peaceable 
conclusion of this day’s proceedings.’ ” 


- There was indeed great cause for thank- 
-fulness—greater cause than the foreign 


public is generally aware of. The re- 


mark was frequently heard, previous to 


that day, that the native people would 
not be likely to submit quietly to the 
election of any one as king, other than 
the man whom they had unanimously 
chosen on New Year’s Day ; but there 
is ample proof (and now, that the matter 
is safely settled, it is well to say S0,) 
that the people were determined, when 
they went down to the Court House, 
on Wednesday last, that Lunalilo should 
be king, before the Assembly rose that 
day, and that they were secretly armed 
and prepared to: make him king by 
force, if necessary. At half past twelve 
the slightest spark would have served 
to set ablaze the passions of the populace 
that surrounded the Court House—and 


the possible consequences are fearful to 


contemplate. When we are aware of 
the depths to which their minds were 


- stirred, during the uncertainty that hung 


about the result, we can well understand 
the unbounded joy and enthusiasm of 
the people, when they knew fora cer- 
tainty that the Assembly was unanl- 
mous for Lunalilo. Let us all, then, 


thank God for the peaceful conclusion. 


These remarks are, on the whole, cor- 
rect. Ihave my doubts of the state- 
ment that the people surrounding the 
Court House were secretly armed ; 7.¢., 
that any of them carried deadly weap- 
ons. They were armed with indomita- 
ble resolution; and they proclaimed 
woe to the noble or the representative 
who should thwart their wishes in re- 
gard to their favorite king, whom they 
had chosen.

While tke battles rage all around, 
from “scientific” prees and pulpit, “Any- 
thing to beat the Bible!’ may we com- 
‘mon people who do not elaim to look 
upon every object. through the search: 
ing gaze.of science, but who do believe 
the Bible, be permitted, from our practi- 
cal position, to turn.a thought to the 
war that is being waged over our heads 
between the assailants of our trusted | 
Revelation and our self-constituted de- 
fenders? We-ereek not to enter the ar 
ena of conflict; but to examine, and, if 
need be, to criticise “the weapons of the 
warfare,”; and the manner of using 
them. 
And now permit us, at the outset, to. 
reiterate the stale truism, that “there 
can be no conflict between the real facts 
of science and a direct revelation from 
God.” So we believe; and our orthodox 
platform being thus adjusted, we’ pro- 
ceed: Where facts fail, imagination 
steps in. “Fiction,” for some purposes, 
is not on-y “stranger,”but stronger than 
fact. ‘What real ecience has not’ die, 
“the oppositions of science, faleely-so- 
called,” are assaying: to accomplish. 
The discovery has been made, for the 
hundredth time, that the Bible is ficti. 
tious and religion a hoax Once. more 
the arm is uplifted that is to demotish it; 
to deify matter; to annihilate soul’and: 
immortality; to disprove creation, mira: 
cles, providence, and redemption; to 
‘prove by science that men are_ beasts, 
and by philosophy that they have a 
right to live like beasts;” in sbort to 
make a smash-up of theology in general. ' 
The “bowels of the -harmless earth are 
made to yield” and now the “villainous 
saltpeter” for the destruction of -human 
life, but, still more, the proofs that are 
to array nature against nature’s God. 
Appeals are made to the imagination—: 
sometimes to the passions. <A zest for 
novelty opens the way. Pretended skep- 
ticism, in minds of small caliber and 
smaller culture, is flattered and strengta- 
ened by recognition 
advocates of religion (many. of them 
are timid; fear to take a bold, literal, 
and Scriptural stand upon the Bible; | 
wait for their scientific leaders to ad- 


mire, and the onesided wartare: goes | 
on. With becoming deference, we sub. 
mit a bill of exceptions to their methods. 
of defense. | 
1. Tivey assume @ needless task. Much 
of their labor is gratuitous and oncalled 
for. Undue importance is allowed to 
questions of no real significance. | Posi- 
tions and arguments, in themselves the 
most absurd and revolting, are treated 
with grave and (to us) humiliating re- 
spect; met by labored disproof,and thus 
magnified before the public. There are 
some subjects upon which the plain, un- 
sopbisticated common sense of the think- 
ing masses arrives at more ready and 
more just conclusions than the most la- | 
bored efforts of scientists, real or pre- 
tended. There are some palpable ab 
surdities, which would have long since 
been kicked out of doors by the common 
sense of the people, but that they have 
been kept alive by soft and delicate 
bandling,respeciful notices and reviews, 
and grave attempts at refutation. Who 
thanks our pseudo-defenders for their 
labor of love in vindicating us from our 
alleged paternity, whether “ichthyic” 
or siamatic (descended from a fish or a 
monkey ), “from which we have advanc- 
ed with slow and stately steps,” to our 
present humanity; or for a labored at-. 
tempt to disprove the assumption that 
“thought” is a mere “combustion of. 
phosphorus;” or that it is simply an an 
imal “secretion,” as bile, sweat, or sal- 
iva? What obligations do we owe 
them for a philosophic reply to the ingo- 
lent “prayer-test,” instead of at once 
‘answering a fool according tohis folly”, 
ala Talmage ? 
2. Lhe defense 1s wrongly based. Con- 
cessions are made to infidelity at the 
outset. It is meton its own grounds. 
The strong bold ground of a plain literal 
rendering of the historic narrative of 
the Bible, embracing an actual simulta- 
neous creation, a real, universal deluge, 
etc., is abandoned, and the minds of 
plain, sensible Christian people are con- 
fused by a weak attempt to accommo- 
date positive, inspired statements to the 
alleged facts of “ geological science.” 
Instead of the defiant attitude -against 
infidelity upon which the Bible would 
place ua, the postulates of its opposers 
are accepted; the outposts are surren 
dered to the eremy at the first assault. 


‘More humiliating stil! is the attempt to 


shield this class of writers from the im- 
putation of infidelity; to show that their 
theories do not necessarily conflict with 
revelation; that they are “not exactly 
atheiste;” or even that, with all their 
vagaries, they may still be sound, ortho- 


| dox believers; that their incipient posi- 


tions are at least “plausible” and de- 
serving of attention; thus paving the 
path to infidelity, and making the descent 
easy. We are even told, from high 
clerical and editorial authority, that 
Prof. Tyndall “has had the sympathy of 
not a few devout and intelligent Chris- 
tians, in the discussions that have been 
ra‘sed over the subject” of the prayer- 
test. Thus our mailed champions “come 
down.” The battle is fought in“the vil- 
lages of the plains of Ono;” and, as a 
uniform result, Christianity is slaugh- 
tered. Whyall this? Is it because 
our beroes fear to lose caste in the scien- 
tific world, by planting themselves upon 
the plain, Biblical narrative ? —
